GRAIN MUST TRAVEL EAST 


Grain terminals at the Pacific coast 
have absorbed all the wheat possible 
to store at the present time, with the 
result that grain trains are now mov- 
ing east to Fort William rather than 
westwards to Vancouver, officials of 
the C.P.R. state, 

Nearly 12,000 cars of grain have 
been checked through Calgary during 
the past six weeks, comprising the 
heaviest shipment of grain during the 
past ten years. 

Officials of the Canadian Wheat 
Board stated that while coast termi- 
nals are at capacity, what with the 
grain already stored there and the 
trains now en route, Alberta farmers 
will still be paid on the basis of Van- 
couver shipments, despite the fact 
that the grain will be moved east for 
some time. 

Up until this week, 85 per cent of 
the grain shipped moved west. During 
the past week, however, most of the 
grain shipped has been heading east.

MARQUIS WHEAT LOSING OUT 


In 19386 Marquis wheat occupied 59 

per cent of the total area seeded to 
wheat in the three Prairie Provinces. 
This last spring however, only 54 per 
cent was seeded to Marquis. 

Marquis has lost ground to the rust- 
resistant wheat—Thatcher—and to a 
slight extent to the still newer rust- 
resistant sorts, Renown and Apex. The 
tendency for the replacement of Mar- 
quis by these rust-resistant sorts is 
still going on, however, at a rapid 
pace, It is probable, therefore, that 
after next seeding, while Marquis will 
still be the dominant wheat in West- 
ern Canada, the percentage of land 
seeded to this notable variety will be 
considerably less than 50 per cent. 

The second most popular variety 
now is Thatcher, occupying 14 per 
cent, displacing Garnet which was 
second in 1936, Red Bobs is now in 
third place with 10 per cent. Garnet 
has fallen to fourth place with 8 per 
cent of the acreage. After Garnet 
comes Reward with 5.7 per cent, 

We understand that still better vari- 
ties of rust-resistant wheats are now 
in process of being tested by the Do- 
minion Rust Research Taboratory, 
which originated them, and if any of 
them are found suitable in every way, 
they will be licensed for use in the 
near future. 

In Alberta Marquis occupies 44.8 
per cent of the acreage in wheat, Red 
Bobs 29.5 per cent, Garnet 16.5 per 
cent, Reward 6.3 per cent, Durum .5 
per cent, and Thatcher .3 per cent, 
with miscellaneous varietics 2.1 per 
cent. 
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215,000 BUSHELS OF 
GRAIN MARKETED IN 
CARBON THIS FALL 


Estimate Total of 300,000 Bushels 
Will Be Marketed Here 


Harvesting is about 90 per cent 
completed in the Carbon district and 
to date about 215,000 bushels of grain 
have been handled by the four Carbon 
elevators. Besides this there has been 
considerable grain marketed at Shar- 
ples and Entice, and to a lesser extent 
at Hesketh where disasterous hail 
storms wiped out a large part of the 
crop. 

Reliable estimates place the total 
marketable grain at Carbon for the 
crop year at 300,000 bushels. This 
means that there is another 85,000 bu- 
shels to be hauled in between now and 
next July. In other words, approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of the grain has 
been marketed since harvesting began, 
This is a large increase in crop hand- 
ling compared with former years, 
when it was customary to haul in the 
grain a few loads each week, and oft- 
en hold back considerable wheat for 
a rise in price. With the pegged price 
this year and the low market price, 
there has been no incentive for the 
farmer to hold his grain, and this to 
a large extent accounts for the heavy 
deliveries this fall.

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With the establishment of an egg- 
grading station in Carbon, farmers 
are advised to take better care of 
their hens and thus get a better grade 
for their eggs. The following simple 
routine is beneficial to egg producers: 

Canadian Standards for Egg Grades 
require that eggs to be graded “A” 
must be clean, Clean as applied to 
eggs means free from spot or stain. 

By observing the following routine 
in handling and marketing your eggs 
you wil] obtain a larger percentage 
of “A” Grade eggs, 

1, Keep clean litter on floors and in 
nests, 

2, Gather your eggs often and keep 
them in a cool, dry room free from 
odours, Eggs deteriorate very quickly 
when subject to temperatures of 70 
degrees F or greater, This fact is not 
generally realized as the shell hides 
all evidence of decay. 

Market your eggs regularly, in 
clean cases equipped with clean fillers 
and flats. 

Remove male birds from your flock 
immediately after the breeding sea- 
son, A rooster contributes nothing to 
egg production and fertile eggs when 
subject to temperatures of 70 degrees 
F or more will develop Rots, 

Do not allow your laying hens to 
feed on barnyard filth—a hen is a na- 
tural scavenger and will take filth in 
preference to clean feed, The class of 
feed a hen eats reflects immediately 
on the interior quality of her eggs. 
Excessive green feed, stale, dirty 
drinking water, access to barnyard 
filth are a few of the common reasons 
why flocks produce eggs with very 
dark yolks, These eggs, no matter 
how fresh, will not grade higher than 
“R” Grade,

That it is not difficult to take out at least a partial insurance policy) 
against death from cancer is quite evident when the list of conditions which 
may indicate cancer in its early stages, as outlined by these authorities are, 
known and heeded, They are: a cracked lip which won't heal; a sore tongue 
which continues to be sore; a hardness or lump in the breast which gives 
no pain; a hoarseness of the voice which persists past the duration of a 
common cold; difficulty in swallowing food; symptoms of vague indigestion 
on the part of those who thought they had a cast iron stomach; a wart or 
mole which for no particular reason begins to grow rapidly; an unnatural 
and persistent bleeding from any orifice of the body or a comparatively sud- 
den alteration, in any manner, of usual bowel evacuation habit. 

“If you have discovered any of these signs and symptoms,” according 
to Dr. A. T. Bazin of Montreal, Professor of Surgery at McGill University, 
“the chances are three to one against cancer, but on the other hand the 
chances are one in four that early cancer is the cause.” 

If this information means anything at all, it indicates the immediate 
necessity of the person noting any one of these suspicious conditions im-| 
mediately consulting his or her physician and then as Dr. Bazin says: ‘the 
problem is then his, also the responsibility, unless you refuse to accept 
his advice.”

Persia Completes Railroad 


Built 866-Mile Line Without Any 
Outside Financial Help 


By completing the railroad from 
Bandar Shah on the Caspian Sca to 
Bandar Shapour on the Persian Gulf} 
the government of Iran (formerly) 
called Persia) has provided a means 
of transportation from north to 
south which is confidently expected 
not only to promote the develop- 
ment of the country but greatly to 
improve its means of defense. The 
road is 866 miles in length, in the 
south crossing the Luristan Moun- 
tains at a height of more than 7,000 
feet and in the north rising almost 
to the same height in the Elburz 
Mountains. 

Work on the line was begun seven 
years ago, and the section from the 
Caspian coast to Teheran, the yc | 
tal, was opened by the Shah on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1937. It was supposed that 
the line would not be opened from 
sea to gulf until next year, but the 
constructors appear to have built 
faster than they expected. The cost 
of the railroad has been defrayed by 
Iran without aid from beyond ita| 
own borders, This imposed hard- 
ships on the country, but it may be 
repaid for these by the fact that it 
has no foreign bondholders to con-| 
sider. | 

The Shah went by train to Safid 
Cheshmeh, 20 miles south of Teheran, | 
on August 28, and himself completed | 
the line, a brilliant assembly being | 
present at the ceremony. Through- 
out the country as well ag along the 
route the meeting of the rails was! 
celebrated and Teheran was decked} 
with flags—-New York Sun.

Tragic Story 


History Of The Colonization Of 
Greenland By Icelanders 

Probably not in the history of 
colonial development is there a more 
tragic story than that of the colon- 
ization of Greenland by Icelanders 
nearly 1,000 years ago, The Danish 
government and its researchmen 
have laid bare the whole gruesome 
tale of a 500 year effort that ended 
in the death of a population esti- 
mated at between 3,000 and 5,000. 
The world hardly realizes that Nor- 
way had actual control of the Green- 
land colony since 1261, and that it 
was sheer neglect which spelled the 
doom of its sons across the Atlantic. 

Will the now available story of 
the Norse settlement in Greenland 
help in throwing some light on the 
“white” Indians of James Bay, and 
help also to establish the identity of 
the Europeans who _ discovered 
America? 

Surely men who sailed across 2,000 
miles of Arctic seas without compass 
or chart would not be deterred from 
crossing the short distance from the 
Norse settlements to the nearby 
mainland. 

Can it be assumed that Norsemen 
in Greenland would fail in 500 years 
to explore their own immediate west- 
ern neighborhood when it is known 
they explored far north in the Arctic 
seas? 

Is it probable that one single small 
ship would carry enough men to so 
modify a James Bay tribe of Indians 
as to give it numerous members who 
to-day would be taken for white men 
if they wore white men’s clothes? 

Was there an effort of many mem- 
bers of the dying colony in Green- 
land to find a more fertile land? Or 
are the ‘“‘white” Indians the descend- 
ants of sailors from Norway who 
were wrecked in James Bay?-—J. W.

Young Man Makes And Sells Trans- 
parent Covers For Books 

A young man, alert to possibilities 
for earning extra money, has been 
successful in making and _ selling 
transparent covers for books and 
magazines. He uses a cellulose ma- 
terial which is inexpensive; cuts the 
covers to fit standard-size books and 
magazines, as well as the small, 
digest size; and binds the edges with 
heavy fibre tape, which makes the 
covers long-wearing. These covers 
protect the books and magazines

Laughed At Wrong Time 


Nova Scotians Take Poiitics Seriously 
According To Story 

This story illustrates how seriously 
the Nova Scotians take their politics. 

When Sir John Thompson became 
Prime Minister of Canada in 1892,|

Atlantic voyages of the Queen Mary 
have caused the name Bishop's Rock 
to hop up frequently, as this is the 
post from which time is computed on 
the far side of the Atlantic. 

This land mark is in the Scilly Is- 
lands and is a lighthouse. The 
Scilly number 20 islands, only five 
of which are inhabited. The Gulf 
Stream winds in among these islands 
and the winter thermometer rarely 
goes below 46 degrees, making it 
possible for roses to bloom in mid- 
winter. 

Most of the Scillians were fisher 
folks until an enterprising islander 
sent a large sample of native flowers 
to London. The flowers were so 
beautiful that a London company 
was organized to “export” them. 
Now hundreds of tons of flowers are 
shipped to London annually. 

There are upward of 200 varieties. 
From December to June practically 
all the inhabitants are employed in 
picking, packing and shipping flow- 
ers, which are sent to Penzance, 
Cofnwall, by boat and then dispatch- 
ed by fast train to London and other 
cities.
